Popular John Carradine Has Comedy Role

John Carradine in a Jerry Lewis comedy? At first glance it 
seems mildly incongruous. The tall, lean, saturnine Carradine 
has too long been associated in the public mind with heavies 
and horror. But in his latest film role, in Jerry Lewis’ ‘““The Pat- 
Sy, owen Opens... 2.25.5. ALTHO Bs. eae se Theatre, Car- 
radine obviously enjoyed himself. 

“It’s a pity that audiences always picture an actor as identical 
with the roles he plays,’”’ smiles Carradine. And you, and you, 
and you, are partly to blame. Admit it! Don’t you always pic- 
ture John Carradine scheming around with Dracula or Frank- 
enstein ? 

Jerry Lewis didn’t. “I wasn’t interested in the type of roles 
John had played,” says Lewis. “All I knew that interested me 
was that John was a competent actor.” (For the record, selected 
by Lewis for this new Paramount release, in Technicolor, were 
such seasoned performers as Keenan Wynn, Peter Lorre, Phil
